. ceedingly dilatory before the battle. We | 
aow propose to examine that point to see i 
if by such a charge General Grant's I 
friends can justly shift the responsibility j 
of his defest. | 

Since the appearance of our first notice j 
we have received a copy of General Ba- ^ 
deau s B’ork . and we find that our supposi- j 
tion that the author's statement had re- : 
ceived the confirmation of the General i 
, himself is entirely correct. In Lis pref- ' 
ace General Badean states the fact as a 
voucher for the correctness of his history, 

' and claims that he has had access to Gen- 
eral Grant's private as well as official cor- 
' respondence, and has bad daily conversa- 
tions with him for years on the topics 
which he now presents to the public. 
With this corroboration of our opinion, 
we may now with the more confidence as- 
I sert that General Badeau s errors are Gen 
eral Grant's errors, and, when we find a 
' man in General Grant s position making 
' erroneons statements, we may well, while 
. we are vindicating the truth of history, 
pause to inquire whether Geuerai Grant 
. lacks a good memory and a clear compre- 
henaion or is afraid of his military repu- 
' tation. 

' We have observed that our first notice 
-! of the errors of this book attracted some 
! comment from the press. The Pittsburg 
' Evening Advocate published a criticism 
. on our article, under the signature of “A 
Vom'nteeb", which, while reluctantly ad- 
^ mitting our statements in regard to the 
! battle of Shiloh, adroitly endeavors to 
divert attention from the points then un- 
der discussion by taking up the very point 
I which we were compelled to reserve for 
, future discussion i namely, the charge 
j that Buell was dilatory before the battle. 

' The writer concludes his remarks by say- 
I ing that “the disaster which befell the 
; Federal forces at Shiloh might easily hare 
been averted had Buell been as prompt in 
; his movements as General Grant." 

I But “A VoLUXTEEK has afforded an ex- 
ample of the folly into which our vanity 
often leads ns. In his anxiety to inform 
the public that be participated in the 
I great events which he records he has 
I flatly contradicted his own conclusion. In 
I an earlier part of his article he says : “We 
served under Buell. We were among 
those who hasltned from Nashville to Sa- 
vannah (our objective point) in tima to 
^ hear the thvd ot the cannon on that fatal 
' Sunday. We will add that during our 
seven days’ march to Savannah ter en- 
I eoHHtertd obttaclet trkieh retarded ut no 
little, and rckich General BuelT t energy 
and determination trcepl aside like so 
: many cobtrebs.’' Yet this consistent writer 
I speaks of “Buell, the laggard"! 

^ After the eva< nation of Nashville In the 
I spring of 18i>2, General Buell commenced 
; to concentrate his army at that point 
General Thomas's division arrived on the 
2d of March, having come by water. I'he 
rest of the army moved by land, and the 
whole of it bad not crossed the Cum- 
berland river at Nashville until the jlh of 
Marih. These troops moved by forced 
marches, without baggage, owing to the 
' difficulty of getting their wagons over the 
I streams. The trains did not therefore ar- 
1 rive for several days thereafter. (See 
, General Buell's statement before the 
I Commission). On the I2th of March, 

' several departments, including Buell's, 
were united under the command of Gen- 
I eral lialleck. Prerious to this, General 
I Buell had formed the determination to 
I operate iu the direction of the Tennessee 
river against the Memphis and Charleston 
. Railroad, which it was of the greatest im- 
portance to the enemy to defend. As in- 
dependent commanders, Generals Ual- 
i leek and Buell bad concurred in the im- 
i portance of this movement, and it was nn- 
I derstood that Halleck was to throw a 
i force up the Tennessee river, with the 
same object in view. On this state of 
facts General Buell says: “On the Ijth 
March) I commenced the movement to- 
; wards the Tennessee river, in pursuance 
' of the understanding which had voluatarl- 
' ly tsken place between ns before the or- 
I deri (of March 12th) of the War Depart- 
I ment were received. General Halleck's 
I despatch of the 16th designated Savannah 
I as the point where I was to form a junc- 
! tion with the force already assembling on 
i the Tennessee river." 

I'be article in the Pittsburg Advocate 
I to which we have referred says that noth- 
ing that has since transpired serves in any 
manner to explain gchy Buell's army dal- 
I lied around Nashville till the last of March, 

■ 1862. If our “Voloteeb” was there, as 
I in this connection be parenthetically an- 
J nounces, he must fasve been in the rear- 
! guard or on the sick list. General Buell 
! ssys the movement commenced on March 
1 jib, and, according to General Badeau 
. (page C8j, as early as March ICth Halleck 
informed Grant: “General Buell is march- 
ing in this direction,’ and on the 20th 
“Buell is at Columbia and will move on 
• Waynesbaro with three divisions. And, 

, according to the same authority. General 
Grant informed Halleck on March 31st: 

; “Two soldiers from the Lead of McCook’s 
! command, of Buell s army, came in this 
I evening. We do not feel called upon to 
: explain the fact stated on the personal 
] observation of our “Volcstbeb,' bei-ause 
I that fact does not exist General Buell 
i did not dally about Nashville until the 
last of March. His last division rsached 
there March Dth, bis trains several days 
thereafter. He was then preparing for an 
extensive offensive campaign and a long 
march. He took from several days after 
the 5th of March until March 15th to 
make his preparations and put his army 
in motion. If General Grant ever made 
bis preparations for a long and offensive 
campaign from any fixed base more ex- 
peditiously, history does not record the 
fact 

After General Buell had commenced his 
j movement. General Halleck, by his des- 
I patch of March 16tb, designated Savan- 
j nail as the point where Buell was to form 
j a junction with Grant, or rather with the 
forces assembling on the Tennessee river, 
j few Grant did not reach Savannah until 
j March 17th. (See Badeau, p. 67.) 

I Buell s movement commenced with a di- 
I visicn under General McCook, preceded 
I by a rapid iroTtment of cavalry to gH 



possession of the bridges as far as Colum- 
bia before the enemy could destroy them. 
It succeeded with all of the bridges except 
the one over I>uck river, at Columbia, 
and one four miles north of that place. 
(Buell's statement before Commission.) 
This command of cavalry, which bad been 
successful thus far, was here singularly 
delinquent. Its commander went into 
l amp hardly two miles from the Columbia 
bridge, and the enemy destroyed it almost 
befoie his eyes. After this unfortunate 
event. General Nelson's division bad the 
advance, and hence reached Savannah 
first. 

On March 20tb, Halleck informed Grant 
that Buell was at Columbia (Badeau, p.6-j. 
At that point. Duck river was then forty 
feet deep. The work of preparing means 
to cross was commenced at once, and was 
urged forward by all possible means 
(Buell 8 statement). If General Badeau 
or General f Irani ever attempted toe.vtem- 
porize a bridge over a broad roaring 
stream forty feet deep, they will appre- 
ciate the difficulties that occasioned the 
delay of which they complain. The river 
gradually receded, and finally became 
fordable for cavalry the very day the 
bridge was completed. (Buells state- 
ment'. On the following day, Nelson was 
able to ford the river with his division, 
this being necessary, as the artillery and 
trains were using the bridge. In his 
statement before the military commission, 
(p. ?), General Buell says the bridge was 
not completed until the 51st of March.

We believe that on this point he is mis- 
taken. We are informed that Nelson was 
seven days in reaching Savaanab, and he 
arrived there on the 5th of April. We 
think the bridge was completed on the 
29th of March. This would give Nelson 
seven days to reach Savannah; and on 
March 31st General Grant informed Gen- | 
era! Halleck that two soldiers from the j 
head of McCook’s command had reached { 
him, and that some of Buell's army had | 
crossed Duck river on the 29th of March, i 
and established guards eight miles out j 
that night (Badeau, p 68). Under the ad- 
verse circumstances which we have stated, 
we can not see that General Baell's engi- 
neers were an unnecessary or an unusual 
time in building the bridge. General 
Buell was certainly not responsible for 
the delay. If it rests on any one, it is on 
the officer who was sent forward to save 
the bridge, and failed. 

Alter crossing Duck river. General Bu- 
ell had about ninety miles to march be- 
fore reaching Savannah. This consumed 
seven days. General Badeau says (p. 69) 
“he was delayed, bridge-building, and by 
bad roads, and he had no knowledge that 
Grant was in any extraordinary danger, 
or had any immediate intention of attack- 
ing the enemy. His usual deliberation 
was not more liable to criticism at this 
crisis than upon all other occasions.” 
We consider this a somewhat equivocal 
justification of General Buell s move- 
ments. Of course he did not suppose 
Grant bad any immediate intention of at- 
tacking the enemy, for he was marching 
in pnrsuance of a deliberate plan to form 
a junction with Grant to operate against 
the enemy B position at Corinth. He was 
not marching to rescue Grant’s forces, 
but to unite with them to win a victory. 
Savannah was the designated point of 
junction, and Gen. Buell was informed by 
Halleck that he would find Gen. Grant's 
army there, on the east side of the river. 
When, during the latter part of the march, 
he learned that it was on the west bank, 
he says bis anxiety was relieved by the 
information that it was so protected by 
high water in the streams between it and 
the enemy as to be perfectly secure. 
(Buell's sUtement.p. 10). He could have 
obtained this information from Grant 
only, and subsequent events prove that 
Grant was deluding himself and Buell too. 

Halleck’s instructions to Grant were 
very positive not to bring on a general en- 
gagement until Buell should arrive (Ba- 
dean, p. 71). We have shown thst Buell 
started from Nashville promptly, that the 
delay in completing the bridge at Colum- 
bia was unavoidable, and that be had ev- 
ery reason to believe that Grant was per- 
fectly secure, fpr Grant thought so him- 
self, and all the information Buell had he 
received from Grant direct or through Hal- 
leck. General Badean himself says that 
Buell bad bad roads (p. C9). Buell cer- 
tainly acted promptly enough in reaching 
Columbia. He made his ninety miles 
from Columbia to Savannah in seven days, 
about thirteen miles a day, which 
is very good marching for an army 
moving forward to join another army In a 
secure position for the purpose of under- 
Uking extensive operations from a des- 
ignated base. How, and where, then, was 
General Buell dilatory in his movements 
before the battle of Shiloh? 

^ e repeat that General Grant can not 
shift the responsibility of his Sunday’s 
defeat. He should Lave kept his forces 
at Savannah on the east side of the 
river until Euell joined him, and as 
was fully understood by Gan. Buell to be 
the plan. And here in reality is the weak 
point in Grant’s case, and both he and bis 
friends are fully conscious of it Hence 
we have Iheefl'ort to throw the responalblli- 
ly of the movement across the river on the 
shoulders of General C. F. Smith. As 



early as January, 1865, General Sherman, 
in defence of Grant, published the state- 
ment in the United States Service Maga- 
zine, and General Badeau in his Appen- 
dix gives us in full Sherman a defence of 
Gratt, including this effort to fix the 
movement across the river on General 
Smith, who was then dead. But we hold 
General Grant to strict accountability in 
this matter. A novice in the military art 
knows, that, if you are not strong enough 
to attack the enemy or meet him alone 
an intervening river ia an excellent de- 
fensive barrier. Grant was not able to* 
metet the enemy alone, or be would not 
have wanted Buell to join him. He was 
ordered by Hallack to avoid a general 
engagement, if he had to fall hack(Bv 
deau, p. 66 1. When Grant took command, 
a portion of the force was at Pittsburg 
Landing, ^ut Smith and McCIernand,with 
about half of the entire command, were at 
Savannah (Badeau, p. 69). Prudence 
would have dictated the propriety of 
bringing the troops from Pittsburg Land- 
ing down to Savannah. B.it General 
Grant determined to unite his army bj* 
sending the half at Savannah up to Pitts- 
burg Landing and across the river. .Sab- 
sequent events proved most disastrously 
that General Grant should have sought 
the advice of prudence. As he diJ not, 
we hold him accountable. 

With one more point we will cIo.se. 
General Badeau says, that, when General 
Buell met General G.*ant at the Landing 
on Sunday, he inquired: “What prepara- 

tion have you made for retreating, Gen- 
eral?'' General Badeau, out of conslJ- 
eratiou for General Buell, says his remark 



msy not have been completed, for Grant 
interrupted him at once, exclaiming: “I 
haven’t despaired of whipping them yet.” 
General Badeau e.xplains this by remark- 
ing that Buell felt despondent, his forces 
were a long way off, and his mind natu- 
rally turned to considerations of a defen- 
sive sort, while Grant’s characteristic mode 
of defence was the offensive (p. 82). We 
think we can give a more satisfactory ex- 
planation of General Buell’s inquiry, j 
When he reached Pittsburg Landing on 
Sunday during the hottest part of the 
fight, he sought General Grant at once, j 
and found him^ on a sleamhoat in the ^ 
eabin, irith some if not all of his staff'. | 
their horses being on board, and the steam 
oj the boat being up. If we are misin- 1 
formed, we should like somebody to dis- j 
prove the statement. If we are well j 
informed, we think the remark of General i 
Buell was naturally suggested by the cir- ' 
cumstances surrounding the party to whom i 
it was addressed. 



liS? No sooner did Mr. Stanton resume 
his seat in the War Office than all the ' 
memi ers of Congress from Tennessee ' 
made haste to call upon him, to congratu* i 
late him, to flatter him, to play the syco- | 
phant to him, and to beg of him to use his ' 
influence to have the Freedmen's Bureau 
continued iu Kentucky and Tennessee be- 
yond the time announced by the President 
for its close. Stanton, thankful no doubt 
for the flattery and the sycophancy, things 
with which he had for a considerable time 
been entirely unfamiliar, promised unhes- 
itatingly to use bis influence for the keep 
ing up of the Bureau in the two 
States aforesaid as requested. His “influ- 
ence" — well, what is it and with whom 
is it to be used? With the President? 
Not particularly, we suspect. With Gen. 
Grant? The matter is wholly outside of 
the General's jurisdiction, as that juris- 
diction at present stands. With Congress? 
We don't believe that Stanton has or is 
likely to have any especial influence with 
Congress, and we can't see that jt is de- 
cent or self-respectful in the Senators and 
Representatives of Tennessee to invoke 
a Secretary of War to undertake to influ- 
ence the bodies to which they themselves 
belong. And if Stanton is to be under- 
stood as having promised to endeavor to 
influence either the President or Gen. 
Grant or Congress or all three, he is guilty 
ofa degree of assumption and presump- 
tion that entitles him to profound con- 
tempt. 

Stanton’s “influence,” so called, is, it 
seems, to be put forth for the continuance 
of the black Bureau in Kentucky. We 
have already had a great deal too much 
of that black furniture in Kentucky. It 
has been a nuisance and only a nuisance. 
It has done no good, not even to the ne- 
groes. Its presence has encouraged them 
in idleness and insolence and outrage. It 
has been a medium for the making of con- 
tracts between negroes and white people, 
hut, even when the black contractors 
have utterly disregarded every condition 
of their contracts, it has, to our certain 
knowledge, shown itself wholly incompe 
tent to grant redress or punish the viola- 
tions of faith in any way whatever. It is 
not needed here, it is not wanted here, as 
the best of its own officers will, if called 
on, unhesitatingly testify. 

Please, Mr. Stanton, let all the drawers 
of the Bureau in Kentucky be shut. Pray 
don’t let your “influence" stand in the 
way. 

16?* Ten or fifteen days ago, the l.ouis- 
iana negro convention issued an order for 
the levying of a special tax as a means of 
securing the phantom per diem of the 
members. A small army of men were 
sent out to gather in the taxes thus levied, 
and the convention buckled its belt a little 
tighter to assuage the pangs of hunger, 
and went on with the work of reconstruc- 
tion. Like the company of martyrs that 
they are, the famished members waited 
until last Wednesday, with as much pa- 
tience as famished men can wait, for the 
tax-gatherers to come in and report. On 
that day, having exhausted their stock of 
patience and endurance, they appointed a 
committee of three to call upon the State 
Auditor and Treasurer, and enquire as to 
the amount of funds the tax had so far 
poured into the treasury. The result of 
the inquiry was more satisfactory than 
Meade’s burglarious peep into the 
Georgia treasury. Meade found far 
lees than enough to pay the cost 
of straightening the bayonets he may 
have bent in prying open the doors of the 
vault. The committee of three found that 
the taxes already collected amounted to 
the handsome sura of thirty dollars. We 
call this a handsome sum, and so it is, 
under the circumstancea Thirty dollars 
will buy three hundred loaves of bread at 
New Orleans prices, and three hundred 
loaves of bread will feed the convention 
for a whole day. One day's rations is by 
no means a contemptible thing to a parcel 
of negroes who have been starving for 
forty days and forty nights; and, should 
the tax collectors be able to raise thirty 
dollars every ten days or so, there is some 
hope that the convention, with its almost 
miraculous powers of physical endurance, 
will live through the term vet. 

Iffi" It is announced that the President 
has prepared, and is to issue forthwith, a 
proclamation forbidding all officers of the 
army to Lave any communication with 
Mr. Stanton as Secretary of War, or to 
obey any commands he may issue. Gen. 
Grant, it is very likely, will issue orders 
contrary to the proclamation, for 

we * dou't suppose that he knows 
I much about the extent of his 
preregatives. And Congress, it is 

said, will, if the President issue the 
expected proclamation and refuse all re- 
ergnition of Stanton as a member of his 
Cabinet, proceed at once and vigorously 
to impeach and depose him, suspending or 
undertaking to suspend his official func- 
tiions during the trial of the impeachment. 

Things are getting warm. The situa- 
tion is interesting. The immediate future 
seems pregnant with events likely to ex- 
cite, to startle, to convnlse. Perhaps 
there is about to be a shock like the col- 
lision of two planets in mid air. Let it 
come if it must. We pray that the Presi- 
dent may he as firm as Mount Atlas, whose 
broad shoulders did not stoop beneath 
the burden of the sky. The worst may 
come, but the worst cannot he worse than 
what Congress is already inaugurating. 

f^We stated yesterday that there 
were 53 white men and G3 negroes in the 
South Carolina convention. Blood will 
a.ssert itself. 'J'he negroes can’t see, that 
power, if it isn't used, is of any use. So, 
at the organization of the convention two 
of the six priucipal offices were given to 
the whites and all the rest taken by the 
blacks, and none but blacks were appoint- 
ed messengers. Thiugs move. 



»6rMr. Fernando Wood, member of 
the House of Representatives from New 
York, received the formal censure of the 
House on Wednesday, his offence being, 
that, in a speech which he bad just begun, 
he used the expression “this infamous 
Congress". An opportunity was given 
him to retract the words, but he wouldn’t 
do it. He said that he would like to con- 
tinue his speech, but he was refused per- 
mission, and we don’t wonder at it, for 
what be had already said indicated unm'ii- 
takably that there would be a heavy 
amc'jnt of harm, damage, scath, in what 
was intended to follow. He announced 
that his speech, whether listened f u by the 
House or not, would go before the coun- 
try. A motion was made oy a mem'rer 
that he should ba perm.'ited to print it, 
but this was unanimously objected to from 
the Republican side. So he will not be 
able to get it published among the pro- 
ceedings of Congress, but he can give it 
to the public through whatever other me- 
dium be pleases, and, when it shall be put 
forth, the fact oi its suppression in Con- 
giess will cause it to be universally circu- 
lated and read atfd impart to it an influ- 
ence which it would not hare had if the 
author bad been pirmitted to deliver it in 
bis place. The House of Representatives 
has blundered. 

Mr. Wood's language, though just, was 
unquestionably unparliamentary. He 
had no right to use it, and the House 
had a right to censure him for us'ng it — 
a right to censure him for telling God's 
and man’s truth. But hia offence was 
not, in itself, half so great as members of 
the House are in the constant habit of 
committing without rebuke or objection. 
Every day or almost every day one or 
more members of the House apply to the 
President of the L'nited States epithets 
more violent than that which Mr. Wood 
applied to Congress. And every member, 
who, iu his place, utters offensive epithets 
against the President, should be censured 
by the House. 

R£Tlt is reported by telegraph that 
Dumas, the Louisiaua negro, who scorn- 
fully rejected the nomination of the radi- 
cal convention for Lieut. Governor, tell- 
ing the convention that he was going to 
play no second fiddle in the radical party, 
has declared his determination to run as 
an independent candidate for Governor, 
and that the great mass of the negroes of 
the State will support him. He is expect- 
ed to take the stump soon, and no doubt 
the chief theme of bis speeches will be 
the disrespect, the indignity, the insult, of- 
fered to him and through him to his race 
in his Domination for the second office in 
the State when every consideration of 
color entitled him or some other negro to 
the first He will be eloquent upon the 
subject of black rights and white pre- 
sumption and insolence, and arouse un- 
doubtedly a perfact furor among his 
people. If the conservatives have a can- 
didate for Governor, he will almost cer- 
tainly he elected over both radical candi- 
dates, the white one and the black one. 

The mean white radicals of the South 
may see in such things as this what fool- 
ishness they have been guilty of in flatter- 
ing and cajoling and fawning upon the 
negroes. The negroes, having been told 
and made to believe that it was they who 
put down the rebellion, and that they are 
one of the greatest and best races with 
which Heaven ever blessed the earth, 
they see no reason why they should not 
claim and assert the position to which 
their services and the high qualifications 
of their nature are supposed to entitle 
them. 

A black devil has been conjured up in 
the South, and we don't believe that any 
mean white imps will ever have the power 
to lay him. They had better stand oat of 
the way of his barbed tail and pitch- 
fork. 

li^The Richmond radical convention 
on Wednesday tabled the resolution of a 
negro member thanking the Senate for 
restoring Stanton. There are depths into 
which even a radical convention may not 
choose to step lest it soil its boots. 

fS** Sherman and Grant, it seems, have 
called on Stanton, and advised him to 
resign. We don’t intend to call on him, 
but we unite in the advice given him by 
the big warriors. 

(^The members of the Georgia and 
Louisiana conventions have nothing to 
gnaw, and hunger gnaws them. A bad 
state of case.

The interesting question of geological 
and commercial importance, as to what 
period of time is likely to he consumed 
by the Falls of Niagara in wearing their 
way up the bed of Niagara river, past j 
Tonawanda and Black Rock, until they - 
become at Buffalo the Falls of Lake Erie, | 
has been raised anew of late by some re- | 
markable signs observed in tbe rapids ' 
above Horse-shoe Fall, which are thought 
to fore'oode an early downfall of the rocks : 
forming that magiiificent cataracL For 
more than a year past, some watchful res- 
idents of the vicinity have marked a pecj- 
liar motion of the rapids at a point some- 
thing less than half a mile above the ape.x 
of _ the horse-shoe, in the channel 
which the greatest body of water descends, : 
this motion has been of a cbaru: ter to 
give rise to the supposition that a 'oreach 
bad been made by the current througutbe 
soil shale strata underlying the limestone 
that forms the present ledge of the Falls. 
Recently the appearance of the rapids, at 
the point indicated, has undergone a • 
marked change, and so exactly In confir- { 
mation of the theory stated, that those 
watching it do not doubt the speedy doom | 
of the famous Horse Shoe CataracL If ' 
the limestone ledge, over which the river 
now falls, is, as supposed, in course of be- 
ing undermined by asubierraoean stream, 
breaking through as far back as nearly 
halt a mile, of course tbe consequence, 
inevitable and liable to ensne a: any mo- 
ment, must be an immense breaking away 
of the face of the cataract, changing its 
whole form and appearance — perhaps 
converting the p«rpendicntar f^all into a 
shooting rapid, down a steep decline. 

Some observers at the Falls anticipate 
this grand catastrophe at an early day. 
In confirmation of these opinions, we find 
it stated in the Hamilton, Untario, Timea, 
that, within a few weeks past, “Dr. J. N. 
Osborne, at Chippewa, has noted a mark- 
ed and constant change in the motion ot 
the rapids at the point indicated, and it is 
also reported that indications are discov-, 
ered of the pouring of a subterranean* 
stream into the gulf below tbe Falls, whioh 
the absence of the mist, it is thought, 
would reveal beyond a doubt " The same 

? aper remarks that a gentleman from the 
alls with whom it has conversed fully be- 
lieves that the days ot the Great Horseshoe 
are numbered. 

If it be the fact that this grand cata- 
cljsm is soon to occur, geologists will only 
he able to account fur it by the supposition 
of a great fracture or fissure in the south- 
ward dipping bed of limestone over the 
outcropping edge of which the river fulls. 
Prof. ilaU's elaborate survey of the geolo- 
gy of the Niagara River region, made in 
184*2, showed that, at the present site of 
the falls sheets of hard limestone rock, of 
the formation known as the Niagara lime- 
stone, cover the surface of the country 
and form the edge of the cataract to the 
depth of between eighty and ninety feet 
Under this, extending to the foot of the 
fall, are the slialy layers of the same for- j 
mation. All these strata slope downward, 
against the current of tbe river, at the 1 
rate of about twenty-five feet to the mile, 
and in the rapids above the falls the up- 
permost layers of tbe Niagara limestone 
succeed, one stratum above another, til! 
about fifty feet tnore is added to the thick- 
ness of the formation, when all disappear 
beneath tbe outcropping edges of the next 
aeries abovtf, which is that of the shales 
and marls of the Onondaga salt group. 
We see, therefore, that above and below 
the hard limestone there are soft shale for- 
mations, easily to be cut by a rapid car- 
rent; but the lower of these shale l^ds cad 
only be reached, and the limestone under- 
mined, by a fracture in the limestone it 
self. It is very possible that such a fissure 
exists at the point where the changed mo- 
tion of tbe rapids has been observed, and 
that through it tbe river has found its wav 
to the underlying shales and cut a su'uter- 
ranean passage. 

should the undermined ledge of tbe 
Horseshoe give way, the Falls will perhaps 
recede at one step a greater distance than 
they have been borne back by the^ wearing 
of two or three centuries. Sir \Vm. Lyell 
estimates the average recession in recent 
periods to have been about a foot a year, 
jt is certain that a considerable change 
in the situation of the Falls have taken 
place siccf Father Heanepin rudely 
sketched his ip 1678, ^ for in that 

sketch we have exhibited a third fall, from 
tbe Canadian side toward the East, across 
tbe line of the main fall and caused by a 
great rock that turned the divided current 
in this direction. In 1750 this feature had 
already disappeared when Kalm, the 
Swedish naturalist, visited the place. 

It is probable that tbe rate of recession, 
since the waters of Niagara river first be- 
gan to cut out the gorge above Lewiston, 
has varied greatly at different periods, ss 
the formation of tbe river bed has varied. 
From the present site of the Falls, the 
strata above described gradually rise to- 
ward Lake Ontario to higher levels, till, 
along the great terrace, the capping is of 
the lower 20 feet of the Niagara limestone, 
below which the shaly strata from tbe 
next 80 feet of the steep slope; ne.xt ap- 
pears a succession of calcarioua layers, 
shales and sandstones, belonging success- 
ively to tbe Clinton and Medina forma- 
tions. Through these piles of strata tUe 
river has worked its way back receding 
probably most rapidly where, as in tbe 
present position, the lower portion of tike 
entting was composed of soft beds, which, 
being hollowed out, let down the harder 
strata above, and less rapidly where the 
strata near the base were hard sand- 
stones. 

It was the opinioa of Prof. Hall in his 
report that the effect of continued reces- 
sion mnst be to gradually diminish the 
height of the falls, both by the rising of 
the bed of the river at their base and by 
the slope of the massive limestone to a 
lower level. The thin bedded limestone 
above being swept off, the succeeding 
shales and marls ot the Onondaga group 
must immediately follow, and the Falls, 
he thought, may Income almost stationary, 
when their base is at the base of the mas- 
sive sandstone and their upper line is. as 
now, over its upper edge. This Prof. Hall 
thought likely to be the case after a fur- 
ther recession of about two miles, and tbe 
height of tbe fall must then be reduced to 
a'oout eighty feet 

In 1818 and in 1828 i^eat fragments of 
rock fell at the Falls with a concussion 
which shook the whole country around as 
by an earthquake. Hour citizens are pre- 
sently awakened some morning by a shock 
which starts them from their beds, they 
may know, if they have read the Expres-s, 
that Horse Shoe Fall has become a mem- 
ory ot the past

THE ERUPTION OF MOUNT VE3U 
VIUS— ALARM IN NAPLE3. 

A letter from Naples, dated December 
I4ih, gives the following later details o 
the eruption of Veeuvius: 

Vesuvius, the eruptions ot w^jeh have 
been hitherto a source of amusement, haa 
this week awakened coasiderable appre- 
hension. Every day almoet it has pre- 
sented a different appearance. On Moa- 
day it was covered with a mantle of snow, 
which was striped at lotervaU with broad 
stripes ot lava, and the expioeive force of 
the mountain began again lo increase, 
throwing out smoke and dark-colosed sand, 
with slight detonationa “Tim smoke 
holes, satd Professor Palmieri, “were 
covert with subliasatee of saiosarine and 
of metallic chlorures, the smoke maned, 
too, not only from the cone oa the sum- 
mit, but from another lateral hole which, 
from tbe great deposit of material around 
it, has grown into tbe dignity of a cone. ’ 
On Tuesday night the spectacle was grand 
beyobd all powers of description. Large 
masses of lava were shot up to a great 
height, one of which, even from the city, 
was seen to fall like a mighty rock, anil 
roll down tbe si<l«s of the great cone. 
Streams of red hot lava were flowing over 
tbe crater, and bathing the whole of the 
upper part of the monataia, while fiery 
lava, ashes, and saad were seat ap with an 
immense impetns, irradiatieg the sky far 
and near. At intervaia. during the whole 
of the night, there was a loud aad contin- 
ued cannoaade, as of artillery, which wa« 
heard in the moat distant part of Naples. 
Clouds and darkness hid the mountain 
from us for two days, and what was going 
on 'under their mysterious veil it was im- 
possi’ule to say; hut a north wind swept 
them all away, and then Vesavios waa 
again reveal^ ia all its magnificence, and 
one may almost add in all its terrors. 
''The eruption of Thursday, to quote 
Palmieri, “was at its greatest intensity. 
Enormous mas.tes of solid lava were 
launched to a fearfni bright, falling and 
rolling down in every direction, thus ren- 
dering the ascent of the mountain yet 
more dangerous. The detonations were 
very frequent, and so violent as to causa 
the walls oi the observatory to rock back- 
wards and forwards. It was necessary to 
detach the scientific instruments from 
' walls and place tucm on the ground m or- 
, der to preserve th«m from the strong un- 
dulatory sho«ks. " PersoB-> E«e»*

As 1 write, the eruption 
continues with equal violence, and dense 
masses of dark smoke, beaten down by a 
l itter northeaster, are sweeping over the 
sea.

“I have just returned from addressing a 
large number of Chinese in a service 
where free discussion and conversation 
are encouraged as much as possible. 
While speaking I was interrupted by a 
respectable Chinese, asking if in my 
country gambling was licensed and a rev- 
enue derived from it Upon being an- 
swered in the negative, he inquired again 
if 1 did not know what had been done in 
Uong-Kong, and remarked upon the 
large sum paid into tbe treasury from the 
source in question. I remarked that it 
was only a recent thing and that it was 
exceedingly unpopular, that it was much 
regretted, and that it was expected and 
desired that it would only be a temporary 
measure. Tbe subject was kept under 
discussion by tbe same person who com- 
menced tbe colloquy, remarking that the 
present Governor of Canton had succeed- 
ed in bringing about a great 
reform in the suppression of the evil of 
gambling. I replied yes, and that the 
measure met with the unqualified ap- 
proval of all the better part of Chinese 
and foreigners. The man continued in a 
tone of evident satisfaction; ‘Then, by 
your own admission, are not the Chinese 
superior lo the foreignefs?’ I was by no 
means unwilling to confess before a large 
ccmjiany of interested hearers, that, so 
far as the case in hand was concerned, tbe 
preference was decidedly to be accorded j 
to the Chinese.” | 

The above is only a specimen of what 
is often heard. Attention is called to it 
especially because of the peculiar tenor of 
tbe argument as applicable to the discus- ' 
slon in the papers of tbe gambling ordi- ; 
nance in Hong Kong. I 

It is a false impression that the Chinese 
are cither unobservant o( or uninfluenced | 
by the good and bad of other people who : 
come to live among them ; and there is no 
manner of doubt that the recent action of ' 
tbe Hong Kong Government is greatly to 
be deplored; not only the inhabitants 
over whom they exercise immediate au- 
thority will be affected by it. The influ- 
ence of this action will extend to the | 
main land and beyond that, caused by ; 
victims who might never have been re- ! 
duced except for this quasi support by | 
the government. It will give to the party I 
opposed to progress an instrument of no ; 
mean power; and it will serve to decide ' 
many important questions in discussion | 
as to the relative merits of difl'erent sys- : 
terns. Many years will surely pass before 
this will be effaced from the memo'y of i 
the Chinese to the disadvantage of tbe ! 
foreigners. No officials in China would j 
dare to receive openly revenues from such i 
like sources. It would be tolerated only ^ 
under disguise and in secret. As a po- I 
litical measure it is bad policy — a good 
name is everything. 'What touches char- 
j acter touches life. Adherence to principle 
I and right is to be preferred to everything. 

I Tbe arguments urged in favor of the mcas- 
i ure do not commend themselves to tbe 
I conscience of the Chinese; on the other 
I band, any shred of reason which may be 
I fairly awarded to those who honestly 
I think the experiment should be tried will 
I be seized upon 'by tbe Chinese to drag the 
whole matter into greater contempt

A DOUBLE MURDER.

Cheyenne, D. T., Jan. 5. 

Our city is now all excitement in conse- 
quence of a double murder committed on 
two children by their father. The facts, 
as near as I can learn, are as follows- 
About five weeks ago, a man by the name 
of Jack Williams, alias Bill Fair, circulat- 
ed a petition about the city to aid a poor 
widow, who had lost her husband suddenly, 
to reach her home in Iowa. He succed^ 
in collecting between $300 and (tUO. In 
stead of giving her the money, he took her 
to the justice of the peace’s otlice and mar- 
ried her; since which time they have been 
living in an old sbanty just out of town, 
he spending all of bis time and his wife's 
money in low grog-shops or gambling sa- 
loons. I-ast night he returned home in a 
state of semi-intoxication, and, for some 
cau.se unknown, snatched up one of his 
wife’s children, and, before he could be 
prevented, cut its throat, and then lieat 
and mangled its body into a shapeless 
mass. The wife fled, screaming with ter- 
ror, to give the alarm, not having pres- 
ence of mind to t.ike the remaining child 
with her; and, when she and the neigh- 
bors returned, they found that he had as- 
saulted the remaining child, beating it 
slnicst to death, and had taken the 'oody 
of the first murdered child away with 
him. 

The alarm soon spread through the city, 
and a general search was made for the 
murderer. He was found about noon to- 
day, hid awBT in a cave dug in the banks 
of Crow creek. Near the place he had dug 
a bole, and placed iu it the body of the 
murdered child. It seems that, before tbe 
murder, he had made two boxes, supposed 
for the purpose of burying the children. 
The second child was taken to the hospi 
tal, where it has since died. The murder- 
er was a deserter from the Third Califor- 
nia regiment, and has had the reputation 
of being a horse-thief and desperado. It 
is very probable that he will be strung np 
before to-morrow sun-down, as the feeling 
against him is very strong. An examina- 
tion will be given him to-morrow mora- 
ing.

DINTS FOR JANUARY, 

In this climate the average temperature 
of January, for any number of years, is 
lower than that of any other month in the 
calendar. For this reason the farmer 
cannot reasonably expect much of that 
sort of wsather which is favorable for out- 
door operations.

Monetary matters continue quiet, with 
considerable ease prevailing, and borrow- 
ers find less difficulty in supplying their 
wants. The rates for prime paper are as 
heretofore. 

Exchange dull at par to 50c discount. 
Gold was stronger, opening at 139J, ad- 
vancing to 14Ul, and closed at 139 j. 

Tbe market reports gave no particular 
change in any department of trade. The 
cotton market appears to be firmer. In 
the absemce of any speculation, or incen 
tive to embark in such undertakings, ow- 
ing to the dull times and the inertness of 
trade, commercial affairs continue to 
drag rather wearily along and most all de- 
partments are inactive. The demand for 
staple articles continues fair and is only 
equal to the immediate wants of consum 
ers. 

There is little or no variation In prices 
in leading products or articles of general 
use and consumption. Receipts of such 
articles have been rather continuous, 
which gives an ample stock for all opera- 
tioDS. A movement is on toot to erect a 
cotton press in this city for the compres- 
sion of cotton. The capital nec essary for 
an extensive concern is ready, and parties 
are prepared to embark at once in the en- 
terprise. Such an institution would be a 
decided advantage, tending as it would 
greatly to facilitate the shipment of cotton 
from this point. 

The weather to day was quite moderate 
and a good thaw ensued. Toward evening 
it turned colder, and a heavy freeze may 
be expected. 

The river continues in fair boating or- 
der for all classes of steamers. But, as 
the prices of grain arc better at New York 
than at New Orleans, the tendency of 
shipments in this line is to the former 
point.
